| tendency is now to mark time 


till November elections are 
over, A former high Nation- 
alist military officer is quoted 
as saying in Taipeh, on his re- 
turn from the mainland, that 
the Communists will use a 
million men, more than 200 
planes, and an unknown num- 
ber of Naval vessels, now 
off Dairen, for a direct inva- 
sion of Taiwan in May. Ap- 
parently he expects the 
jnvaders to walk across the 
Straits—certainly the Chin- 
ese don’t have enough ships 
to transport a fraction of the 
number of men he mentioned. 

This story was no doubt de- 
stgned to ginger up the Ameri- 
cans, but though there have 
been important developments 
in Washington, no real change 
is, likely until the elections in 
November, and not even then 
if the Democrats again win. 
Under cover of the McCarthy 
episode, the Republicans have 
managed to fasten their own 
foreign affairs. expert, Mr. 
John Foster Dulles, on to Mr. 
Dean Acheson and the State 
Department. But while this 
‘development will almost cer- 
tainly prevent any negotia- 
tions with the Kremlin in ‘the 
months between now and the 
American elections, it will not 
lead to anyemajor changes. 
Mr. Dulles made it quite clear 
His chief concern was to. see 
that the cold war is not lost. 
He complained there is too 
much dgncern among the 
American public about a 
shooting war, arid not enough 
about the, disaster that could 
result from loss of the cold 
war. This latest move will, 
however, keep the bi-partisan 
-policy-going-till the.next. elec: 
tions, but with a Republican 
bias. ; 

The uncovering of a ‘power-. 
ful Communist fifth column 
in the Chinese Nationalist 
Defence Ministry, and_ the 
wholesale arrests that follow- 
ed, probably: seriously dis- 
rupted Communist plans to 
take over the island from 
within. Some of the ring- 
leaders -are stated to have 
been working for the Com- 
munists for some years. Many 
Nationalist. backers will take 
a long time to Fecover from

is unlikely that Russian pilots 
are actually flying these 
planes, -and almost certain 
that they are Chinese trained 
at Chiamussu.
